City Needs Airport. 


Washington is to be a port of call 
on one of the proposed airways.

Assistant 
Secretary MacCracken already has 
urged the city to establish an air- 
port and a committee of citizens 
now is busy planning ways and 
means of establishing one. 

The airport here should be a 
model one, MacCracken says. It 
should be laid out carefully and 
conveniently located, and might 
very well include recreation facili- 
ties, such as.a golf course and park. 

An airport is to the airplane 
what a harbor is to the ship, Mac- 
Cracken says, and the city that ex- 
pects to attract air commerce in the 
future must have one. The city it- 
self must establish the airport be- 
cause the Federal government is 
restrained by law from doing it. 

The task’ of the Department of 
Commerce is to chart the airways 
that are to be linked by the air- 
ports and to make flying safe. 
Thus, it will supply revolving bea- 
con lights to guide the flier, sup- 
ply weather reports and provide 
emergency landing fields between 
airports. All this now.is being doge 
by MacCracken’s forces. 


Europe Not Far Ahead. 


The impression has got ,abroad 
that Europe is far ahead of the 
United States in all branches of 
aeronautics, but, according to Mac- 
Cracken, this impression is _ ill- 
founded. It is only in the matter 
of passenger lines and airways that 
Europe is superior to this country, 
he said, and that superiority * now 
is about to lose. 

Airplanes carry more aa in 
this country than is carried in the 
rest of the world, according to 
MacCracken. Furthermore, he says, 
there is more night flying in this 
country than in any other, and 
more persons use airplanes in this 
country than elsewhere. The fliers 
in the United States, he said, are 
the best in the world, a fact borne 
out by the round-the-world flight 
and Byrd’s north pole flight. 

The passenger lines in Europe 
virtually are all subsidized by the 
governments. For example, Eng- 
hand last year spent $1,750,000 de- 
veloping commercial aviation, and 
France prebably spent a sum just 
as large. With the aid of these 
subsidies the passenger companies 
can afford to charge comparatively 
reasonable rates. If Englishmen 
and Frenchmen had ‘to pay the air

+ A meeting of the principal craft 
‘unions involved will be held under 
‘the direction of the executive coun- 
il in Washington immediately after 
the November elections and it is the 
purpose of sponsors of the move- 
ment to inaugurate organization 
activities soon after the first of the 
year. An intensive national cam- 
‘paign which probably will extend 
‘over a ae of two years is in 
‘prospect, . O’Connell said. 


Sees 4-Hour Day; 4-Day Week. 


The resolution favoring the 
‘shorter week directed the executive 
‘council to inaugurate a campaign 
of education and organization in 
furtherance of the program. John 
‘Cc. Harding, of Chicago, speaking 
for the resolution as a delegate of 
the typographical union, said he 
looked forward to ‘‘a four-day week 
and a four-hour day.’

‘What will happen to Trotzky 
and Zinovieff?’’ That is the ques- 
tion most Russians were asking this 
morning when public announcement 
was made that the political bureau 
of the communist party had taken 
up the case of the opposition with 
a view to meting out punishment. 
The bureau’s. resolution, adopted 
yesterday, characterized recent at- 
tempts of the left wing leaders to 
reopen discussion on party and gov- 
ernmental problems as ‘‘an. un- 
precedented and flagrant violation 
of the basic principles of party life.’’ 
This action has caused a sensation 
even in governmental circles and it 
was the sole topic of conversation 
today. 

It igs scarcely a year since-Trotzky 
was reinstated, after his exile to the 
Caucasus, and it is only two months 
Since Zinovieff was expelled from 
the political bureau and deprived of 
his post as head of the Leningrad 
soviet. 

Whether the control commission 
and the central executive committee 
of the party, to which the cases of 
the opposition have been referred, 
will dismiss the dissidents from the 
communist party remains a debata- 
ble question as it is admitted that 
both Trotzky and Zinovieff would be 
dangerous figures outside of the 
party. 

Pravada, in an editorial today, 
hints that, as several lesser mem- 
bers of the party recently were ex- 
pelled for various infractions of dis- 
cipline, a similar fate may be in 
store for Trotzky, Zinovieff, Piata- 
koff and Radek unless they mend 
their ways.

containing from 40 to 60. per 
cent of oxygen cah be administered 
to patients are being used success- 
ully at Presbyterian hospital, it 
was announced today. Previous 
methods, it explained, were 
not highly efficacious because they 
provided only from 22 to 24 per 
cent of oxygen, while the air nor- 
mally breathed contains 21 
cent. 

The new method, by providing 
the patient with a sufficient supply 
of oxygen, relieves overtaxation of 
the lungs and this allows the whole 
Strength of the patient to be 
thrown into the fight against the 
pneumonia germs, 

Other hospitals have sent repre- 
‘sentatives to inspect the new 
method, which already has. been 
adopted by several hospitals, it was 
announced. 
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Two Devices Used. 


Two devices, both called ‘oxygen 
tents.’ and verfected bv Dr. Alvan 
L. Barach, are used at the hospital. 
One is in the form of a hood, the 
walls of rubberized silk and cellu- 
loid windows, which is placed over 
the patient’s head. Air, pumped 
through a rubber hose, is mixed 
with oxygen, and then forced 
through a glass container filled 
with soda lime, which removes the 
carpon dioxide. It then passes 
through another container filled 
with ice. The ice cools and drys 
the air, which is then repumped into 
the hood. 


For Delirious Patients. 


The other forms of ‘‘oxygen tents”’ 
intended for patients who are deliri- 


ous, is an aluminum walled chamber 


large enough to contain a bed and 
to allow a nurse and doctor to be 
at the bedside. The warmth of the 
patient’s body causes the oxygen- 
charged air to rise to the top of ihe 
chamber, where it is chilled by 
cold aluminum pipes, being thereby 
forced back to the floor, where the 
carbon dioxide is removed by soda 
lime placed under the  patient’s 
bed. The entire circulation system 
is based on the law which causes 
cold air to descend and warm air 
to ascend.

GEN. HEYE 13 APPOINTED 
HEAD OF GERMAN ARMY 


| Who Advised Former Ruler 


to Abdicate. 


SUCCEEDS VON SEECKT 


Berlin, Oct. 9 (By A. P.).—Gen- 
Wilhelm Heye, a general staff offi- 
cer under Field Marshal Von Hin- 
denburg during the world war, to- 
day succeeded Gen. Von Seeckt as 
commander-in-chief the reich- 
swehr. 

The appointment 
President Von Hindenburg, who ac- 
cepted yesterday the resignation of 
Gen. Von Seeckt, caused by the lat- 
ter’s action in permitting participa- 
tion of young Prince Wilhelm, 
'of the former crown prince, in 
cent army maeuvers. 

Gen. Heye, it was made clear, 
will be “‘military adviser to the 
jminister of defense.’’ This is the 
same status which Gen. Von Seeckt 
held since the autumn of 1925, 
when the allied powers insisted 
that, under the treaty of Versailles, 
Germany should place the supreme 
command of the army in the hands 
of the minister of defense. Gen. Von 
Seeckt, however, had so long been 
identified in the public mind with 
the army leadership that the altered 
capacity hardly was noticed. 

As a sugar pill to his being placed 
in a position of subordination to 
the defense minister. Gen. Von 
Seeckt as been made a colonel gen- 
eral, as from January 1, 1926, rank- 
ing second only to a field marshal. 
The subordination of Gen. Heye to 
the minister of defense is felt to 
emphasize that the army must be 
only a defensive arm of the govern- 
ment without interfering with the 
country’s politics. 

Gen. Heye headed the group of 
officers who went to the then Em- 
peror William in 1918 and sug- 
gested that he abdicate. 


GENE TUNNEY IS MADE 
A FIRST LIEUTENANT 


Receives Marine Gommission 
and Is Sworn In at City 
Hall, New York. 


New York, Oct. 9 (By A. P.)— 
Gene Tunney today gained an honor 
which he said he desired as much as 
that of the heavyweight champion- 
ship——his commission as a first 
lieutenant in the U. S. marine corps. 
The formal presentation took place 
in Mayor Walker’s reception room, 
where the oath was administered by 
Maj. H. W. Stone, commandant of 
the Seventh marine regiment of re- 
serves, to which Tunney 
attached. 

Later, on the city hall steps, be- 
fore 5,000 persons, Tunney was 
presented with a_ gold-trimmed 
dress sword inscribed: “To James 
Joseph Tunney from the Marines of 
the Marine Barracks, Brooklyn.” 

The heavyweight champion was 
accompanied by Maj. aA. Drexel 
Biddle, Philadelphia sportsman and 
member of the marine reserves. 
Maj. Biddle and Tunney served 
together in the marine corps in 
Quantico, Va., in 1917, and later 
met again in France.

ground conduits than other cities. 
Everything is underground here, al- 
most, whereas in other cities elec- 
tric wires are buried usually only in 
central congested areas.

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TAX REDUCTION DEMANDED. 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, agrees 
with other Democrats in demanding a 
reduction of taxes in 1927. He suggests 
that the Republicans are inconsistent 
when they claim credit for a large surplus 
and yet oppose tax reduction. Senator 
Robinson sees no indication of a slump in 
the revenue; so why wait until 1928 to 
reduce taxes, if there is to be a big sur- 
plus at the end of this fiscal year? 

He asks a question that is hard to an- 
swer. Undersecretary Winston has made 
a four-column speech in defense of the 
present tax schedules, but he does not 
clearly answer the question. He sug- 
‘gests that a surplus of $100,000,000 is 
only a safe margin ‘in balancing the 
budget. But there is every indication 
that the surplus will be nearer $400,000,- 
000 than $100,000,000.. If it should:ap- 
proach the higher figure, look out for ex- 
travagance in Congress! President Cool- 
idge has already given warning that he 
will oppose extravagant demands by the 
executive departments, and it is hinted 
that he gave this warning because army 
and navy officers were planning to obtain 
extra large appropriations in spite of his 
efforts to hold down the sum total of 
estimates. 

The budget may propose, but Congress 
disposes. “Supplemental estimates” open 
the way to extravagance, but even if no 
supplemental estimates be sent in, Con- 
gress can always find an excuse for extra 
appropriations to keep abreast of the 
. nation’s needs. A surplus of $300,000,000 
or $400,000,000 would be an almost irre- 
gistible temptation to extravagance. 
Are there not dams to be built, rivers to 
be dredged, swamps to be drained. and 
independent commissions to be created 
for a dozen desirable objects? The op- 
portunities for expanding the activities 
of the government are illimitable. De- 
serving Republicans in every State are 
waiting for long-delayed rewards. There 
are not offices enough to go around. With 
a fat surplus the party in power can re- 
lieve the demands upon its gratitude and 
create a lively anticipation of favors to 
come. Besides, the surplus itself should 
be abolished, so that there shall be no 
occasion for tax reduction until 1928, just 
before election. By that time another 
surplus will have been piled up, and com- 
mon sense will then support the Republi- 
cans in demanding relief for the down- 
trodden taxpayer. But next year—no! 

. Senator Robinson has the best of rea- 
sons for presuming that there will be no 
slump in the revenue. That reason is 
the present general prosperity. Instead 
of a slowing down of business in the lat- 
ter part of 1926, which some so-called 
experts predicted, there is a speeding up 
of business. A country-wide inquiry has 
brought the reply that business is 92 per 
cent “favorable.” This means that busi- 
ness men and corporations are earning 
_ big incomes, which will be reflected in 


* their income-tax returns next year. The. 


Treasury, therefore, will receive much 
- greater revenue next year than it is re- 
ceiving this year. If a big surplus is in 
sight under present returns, a still bigger 
_ surplus will accumulate as a result of this 
eueers general prosperity.

On the contrary, the best authority .in 
Congress, Chairman Madden of the com- 
mittee on appropriations, gives warning 
that extravagance will be the rule if a 
big ‘surplus should be piled up. 

The Democratic demand for tax reduc- 
tion in 1927 is in line with genuine econ- 
omy, and no statement issued by any 
Republican has thus far demolished the 
logic of the position taken by the Demo- 
crats. They are supported by the busi- 
ness interests of the country. If they 
will get together on this issue they can 
make the Republicans exceedingly un- 
comfortable. 


MOVING TOWARD WORLD LAW. 


The desire of the United States to 
bring about the rule of law as a means 
of settling international disputes is pro- 
moted, rather than retarded, by the 
breakdown of the movement to get the 
United States into the court set up by the 
league of nations. That court, as is well 
known, purports to be an international 
court of justice, but it is no such thing. 
It has no code of laws. Its supreme law 
is the covenant of the league of nations, 
which is not recognized as law by the 
United States. The chief duty of the 
league’s court is to advise the league, 
and not to adjudicate disputes between 
nations. 

If the United States should be freed 
from entanglements with the court of the 
league of nations, as now seems probable, 
this government can expedite the genuine 
movement for the creation of the rule of 
law as a substitute for war. No world 
court can succeed if it must invent law, 
or apply “laws” which are not accepted 
as such by all nations. Before creating 
a court to apply law, the nations should 
create the law that is to be applied. 

The second Hague conference in 1907 
recommended that a third conference 
be called in due time to carry on the work 
of codifying and ratifying international 
law. The war intervened, however, and 
the old Roman adage, “During war the 
laws are silent,” was again verified. The 
third Hague conference would have been 
called about 1915 but for the war. The 
league of nations scheme agreed upon at 
Versailles has still further delayed the 
work of codifying international law. It 
has also increased the difficulties that 
stand in the way of substituting law for 
war, by creating a court which must be 
transformed into a true world court or 
be abolished. Long delay is probable, no 
matter which horn of the dilemma is 
selected by the nations. 

In the meantime it is necessary to. as- 
certain and agree upon internationa] law. 
Jurists throughout the world are zealous- 
ly at work on this problem, in good faith. 

In this hemisphere, especially, progress 
has been made. The preliminary report 
of the Pan-American jurists, appointed 
to draw up a code of international law,’ 
has been completed within the last few 
weeks. 

Realizing that there must be law be- 
fore a world court can administer law, 
Representative Tinkham, of Massachu- 


setts, offered a resolution last spring, un- 


der which Congress would request the 
President to call the third Hague confer- 
ence, or to accept an invitation to such 
a conference if invited by another gov- 
ernment which had participated in 
the second Hague conference for 
the codification of international law. 
This resolution was _ favorably  re- 
ported by the House committee on for- 
eign affairs. Mr. Porter, chairman of 
that committee, now announces that he 
will ask for a rule at the opening of Con- 
gress for consideration of the resolution. 

The favorable attitude of the adminis- 
tration on the subject is indicated in Sec- 
retary Kellogg’s letter to Mr. Porter in 
May last. Mr. Kellogg disclosed the fact 
that the Netherlands government had al- 
ready broached the question of holding 
another conference at The Hague for the 
codification of international law. The 
United States replied that “it would give 
its hearty approval of and cooperation in 
a third peace conference to be called by 


‘the Netherlands government,” on condi- 


tion that all governments, whether mem- 


‘bers of the league of nations or not, 


should have the freest opportunity to 
participate without embarrassment and 
to discuss all projects on their merits, 
whether brought forward by the league 
of nations or otherwise; that full account 
shouldbe taken of the @xeliminary work 
emisphere; and

If they 
can not or will not agree upon the law, 
a thousand “world courts” could not keep 
them from resorting to war. 


NO MORE WORLD’S FAIRS. 
Washington may well take a lesson 


| from Philadelphia’s Sesquicentennial ex- 


position. February 22, 1932, will mark 
the two hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington, and it is 
the intention to hold here a bicentennial 
celebration. Already the President has 
appointed a distinguished committee to 
consider and plan the bicentennial from 
a national standpoint. Organizations of 
the city are being urged to give careful 
attention to the event. In some quarters 
there seems to be a feeling, as yet largely 
unexpressed, that the proper way_to 
mark such an anniversary is by holding 
in Washington a national or international 
exposition. 

The Sesquicentennial exposition was 
opened officially on June 1, and will be 
closed November 30. During the six 
months of its life it will have cost Phila- 
delphia $15,000,000. Only 4,000,000 
persons, instead of the 25,000,000 esti- 
mated, have passed through the gates. 
The actual result so far has been a deficit 
of $5,000,000, to pay which the city is 
about to relinquish to private ownership 
a city-built elevated line.

premature opening, blue law Sunday 
opening opposition by churches and Sun- 
day observance bodies, and other obsta- 
cles are blamed by those attempting to 
analyze the failure. 

The truth of the matter probably is 
that the day of such shows is past. Too 
many other diversions have come to 
occupy the minds of the American peo- 
ple.

The automobile has made 
Americans a nation of travelers. A 50- 
cent moving picture presents many far 
more gorgeous spectacles than exposition 
buildings can hope to be; no longer are 
exhibition “palaces” fairyland wonders. 

The Philadelphia exposition has been 
a dismal failure. There is no reason to 
believe that a Washington exposition 
would be more successful. © 

Simple, dignified observance of the two 
hundredth anniversary of Washington’s 
birth is to be desired. This is the time, 
however, to arrest, before'they are fairly 
started, any plans to spend huge sums 
of money for an ostentatious and un- 
wanted world’s fair. 


COMMUNISTS WANT A LOAN. 


Leonid Krassin, soviet ambassador to 
Great Britain, announces that the soviet 
government is now anxious to negotiate 
for recognition by the United States on 
the basis of acknowledging its debt and 
dropping all counterclaims. He naively 
adds that Russia must have foreign 
credits first if it is to pay its debts later. 
“We can’t pay our debts until long-term 
foreign loans give us internal financial 
stability,” he says. ‘On the other hand, 
it appears likely that he can’t get those 
credits until we begin debt negotiations.” 

Thus the soviet hopes to persuade the 
United States to lend it more money for 
the sake of having the soviet promise to 
pay what it already owes. As a further 
inducement, the soviet offers to abandon 
the counterclaims it set up when it re- 
pudiated its debt to the United States. 
These claims consist of imaginary 
amounts ’ which the soviet claimed as 
damages caused by the United States 
when it sent soldiers to Vladivostok. 

Is a promise by the Russian soviet 
worth more now than when it repudi- 
ated its debt to the United States? Rus- 
sia owes the United States about $187,- 
000,000, with interest, amounting in all 
to about $200,000,000. Instead of ac- 
knowledging this debt as a sacred obli- 
gation, the communists: upon gaining 
control of Russia repudiated it and de- 
clared it to be their purpose to destroy 
all governments not organized on the 
communistic plan. They carried on a 
vicious propaganda in the United States, 
and are still carrying it on. The “soviet 
ambassador,” Martens, was expelled 
‘| from the United States. Recognition of

agitators, financially supported by the 
soviet through its “wicked partner,” the 
third internationale. 

If the United States wishes to lose 
another $200,000,000 or so, besides as- 
sisting its enemies to disturb its domestic 
tranquillity, it will begin negotiations 
with the soviet. But if it has the com- 
mon sense embodied in the adage, “Once 
burned, twice shy,” it will say good-by 
to its loan to Russia and keep its doors 
barred to the communist agitators. 


AN ATTACK UPON. STRIKES. 

The recent general strike in Britain, 
short lived and unsuccessful as it proved, 
was sufficiently alarming as a threat to 
organize civil society to warrant the tak- 
ing of active steps to prevent a recur- 
rence of anything of a similar nature in 
the future. It showed beyond question 
that, on the rise of any emergency, the 
whole nation would be absolutely at the 
mercy of the striking organizations, ex- 
cept to the limited extent to which a pal- 
liative might be found in the exertions of 
volunteer workers, who, however well 
meaning, would always be lacking in the 
requisite technical skill and possibly also 
in sheer physical ability, and whose self- 
imposed tasks could not, in any case, be 
continued

The difficulty we have to 
solve is to reconcile the rights of men in 
a combination and the rights of the indi- 
vidual in full relation to the wider com- 
munity,

Then he 
purchased a number of thoroughbred 
cattle in the hope of inducing his neigh- 
bors to accept the opportunity to “breed 
up” their herds. He gave up in disgust 
after a few years, and as a result of the 
failure of the farmers to avail themselves 
of their opportunities the live stock of 
the neighborhood is about as inferior in 
blood as it was “befo’ the wah.” 

Out in Missouri, however, another story

There are now established 
throughout the United States more 
than 660 real estate boards, every 
member of which, by its affiliation 
with the National Association of 


Real Estate Boards, is entitled to 
call himself realtor. This name is 
distinctly the property of the na- 
tional association and the members 
who compose it. A number of the 
highest tribunals throughout the 
country have upheld the exclusive 
use by the national organization of 
this name. 

The feason why all real estate 
firms so jealously guard this title is 
that they also jealously guard their 
membership, admitting only those 
who subscribe to a written code of 
ethics which binds every realtor 
one to another to so conduct his 
business as to be above reproach. 

The ethics of real estate practice 
is no longer merely a.theory, but is 
put in definite practice by every 
real estate man who is a loyal mem- 
ber of the real estate board. 

Through a great deal of study 
and experience the National Asso- 
ciation of Real Estate Boards’ has 


‘ perfected a code of ethics that con- 


sists of a group of rules applicable 
to the general real estate practice. 
The rules are written,. numbered 
and in the hands of every real es- 
tate board and for the information 
and study of every realtor. This 
does not mean, of course, that any 
person not a member of the 
real estate board does not un- 
derstand their business, but it 
dees mean that members are 
required to live up to the ethics 
prescribed by the organization in 
order to maintain their membership. |

It is the duty of every beard 
under this code of ethics to ascer- 
tain the good character and com- 
petency of every member who ap- 
plies for admission. A period of 


one year in the real estate busi- 
ness is the minimum length of 
time in which a prospective mem- 
ae is given to prove his desirabil- 
ty. 

The code is divided into three 
sections: 1. The relations of real 
estate men to customers and the 
general public. ‘2. The relations 
to his clients. 3. The professional 
relations with other members of his 
own profession. 

Every realtor is required to as. 
sure the board that he considers it 
his duty to protect the public 
against fraud, misrepresentation, 
against undue exaggeration, con- 
cealment or any form of deception; 
that he shall ascertain all _ perti- 
nent facts and as far as possible 
avoid errors; that he shall not ac- 
cept compensation from more than 
one party without the consent of 
all parties Ao the transaction; that 
wherever necessary he will use the 
advice of legal counsel to protect$t 
his client. He will exercise personal 
care in preparation of documents 
and instruments; that he will in- 
form the parties with whom he is 
dealing with regard to commis- 
sions as far as possible and the’ 
amount to be incurred in the trans- 
action; that he will not lend him-

The mortgage investments of life | 


insurance companies of the United 
States have yielded an average gross 
return of 6.19 per cent over the last 
eleven years, according to a prelim- 
inary report of the Institute for Re- 
search in Land Economics and Pub- 
lic Utilities to the mortgage and Fi- 
nance division of the National Asso- 


ciation of Real Estate Boards, based 
on figures furnished by the Alfred 
M. Best Co. 

The study included 230 com- 
panies, all those having assets in 
1925 of more than $500,000. The 
average income on stocks and bonds 
owned by the same insurance com- 
panies over the same period was 
4.76 per cent. 

The differential in interest re- 
between mortgage invest- 
ments and investments in stocks 
and bonds was therefore 1.43 per 
cent. That is to say, the mortgage 
investments of the companies in 
question have yielded approximately 
30 per cent more than their invest- 
ments in stocks and bonds. 


Below 5 Per Cent Once. 


Never, save once in the period 
studied, has the return from nfort- 
gage investments been less than 6 
per cent. This was in 1919 when 
the average return was 5.90 per 
cent. On the other hand never 
have the returns from stocks and 
bonds owned by the insurance com- 
panies in the same period exceeded 
5 per cent except during 1924 and

Recognition of the desirability of 
mortgage investments on the part 
of life insurance companies who are 
responsible for investing more than 
$11,000,000,000 is indicated by. the 
fact the percentage of their total 
investments placed in mortgages in- 
creased from 31.65 per cent in 1911 
to 40.5 per cent in 1925. That is, 
the percentage of life insurance 
funds thus invested in mortgages 
was, in 1925, 28 per cent greater 
than it was in 1911. The actual 
increase is, of course, tremendous, 
leaping from $1,228,000,000 in 
1911 to $4,775,000,000 in 1925.

September construction contracts 
in the 37 States east of the Rocky 
mountains amounted to $§6¢2,371,- 
400, according to F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration. This was only 6 per cent 
under the total for the preceding 


month, and the decrease from Sep- 


tember of last year was less than 1 
per cent. These 87 States include 
about 91 per cent of the total con- 
struction volume of the country. 

The most important items in the 
September contract record were 
$226,516,300, or 40 per cent of all 
construction, for residential build- 
ings; $98,166,800, or 17 per cent, 
for public works and utilities; $97,- 
378,300, or 17 per cent, for com- 
mercial buildings; $49,112,700, or 
9 per cent, for industrial construc- 
tion, and $34,531,600, or 6 per 
cent, for educational buildings. 

New construction started in the 
37 Eastern States during the past 
nine months has amounted to $4,- 
809,779,800, being an & per cent 
increase over the corresponding 
period of 1925. The showing made 
by the contract records this year 
has, for several reasons, been 
rather better than the showing of 
the building permit records for 
larger cities of the country. The 
principal reason for .this apparent 
difference is that the contract rec- 
ords include ‘public ‘works and 
utilities projects, which have had 
a big increase this year. This class 
of work is not included in the per- 
mit records. 

Contemplated new work was re- 
ported in September-to the amount 
of $621,285,500. While this was 
9 per cent more than’the amount 
reported in August of this year, it 
was 9 per cent less than the 
amount reported in September of 
last year. The small volume of 
contemplated work in proportion to 
work actually started is an indica- 
tion that construction demand is 


@eclining somewhat. at present. 


New York State and New Jersey. 


‘ The total volume of construction 
contracts let in New York State and 
northern New Jersey during Sep- 
tember amounted to $146,906,500. 
This figure represented a loss of 4 
per cent from August 1926 and a 
gain of 13 per cent over September 
of last year. The more important 
classes in last month’s building and 
engineering record were: $79,266,- 
100, or 54 per cent of all construc- 
tion, for residential buildings; $28,- 
120,500, or 19 per cent, for com- 
mercial buildings; $14,395,200, or 
10 per cent, for public works and 
utilities; $8,290,100, or 6 per cent, 
for social and recreational projects; 
$6,757,400, or 65 per cent, for in- 
dustrial buildings, and $4,231,900, 
or 8 per cent, for educational build- 


ings.

showed increases of 8 per cent over 
August of this year and 1 per cent 
over September, 1926. 

New England had $44,278,900 
in contracts for new building and 
engineering work last month. These 
were decreases of 1 per cent from 
pose of this year and 7 per cent 
from September, 1925. Included in 
the-September construction record 
were: $16,004,800, or 36 per cent 
of all construction, for residential 
buildings; $9,046,500, or 20 per 
cent, for commercial buildings; 


$4,847,800, or 11 per cent, for pub- | 


lic works and utilities; $4,797,000, 
or 11 per cent, for educational 
buildings; $3,791,400, or 9. per 
cent, for industrial buildings, 
$2,223,600, or 5 per cent, for re-

cial and recreational projects. 

During the first nine months of 
this year there was $340,088,600 
worth of new construction : started

Contemplated construction proj- 
ects were reported for New Eng- 
land to the amount of $33,689,300 
during September.

Supply of a sufficient number of 
tractors in wartime is recognized as 
one of the major problems of the 
‘army ordnance department, as 
many thousands of these vehicles 
must be available for towing artil- 
lery and other purposes.

There are now 89 vacancies in 
the grade of second lieutenant in 
the army. 

In the past year, there has been 
periodical stagnation in army pro- 
motions, and the promotion sys- 
tem is threatened seriously with a 
protracted arrest under the present 
system of advancement.

Acting for the films and acting for the stage are two separate and 
distinct arts. Otherwise,

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added. Seldom are the results of 
these methods similar; the trans- 
lator and the dramatizer must make 
up their minds at the outset which 
they are after. 

In dramatizing ‘‘Gentlemen Pre- 
fer Blondes,” the authors, Anita 
Loos and John Emerson, have seen 
fit to take the book verbally and 
place it on the stage, gathering the 
various incidents, to be sure, more 
compactly to fit a three-act form, 
but adding no new dramatic mate- 
rial to the book. Consequently, 
while any lover of the original must 
admit that the play is a faithful 
rendition of the now famous diary, 
he finds that it is certainly no bet- 
ter and very little different and 
concludes that he might about as 
well reread the little book at his 
fireside and save his $3.75. 

In the book you saw the other 
characters through Lorelei Lee's 
eyes; you knew each one, to be 
sure, but also you received a criti- 
cism of each, an exaggeration of 
outline as expressed through the 
mentality and according to the ex- 
perience of the writer. In the play 
this exaggeration remains but it is 
tacked on directly to the characters 
and is not the point of view of the 
little blonde flapper. Thus inci- 
dentally, half the original amuse- 
ment is gone. 

I have to confesg and should do so, 
to be fair to the play, that I did not 
find even the book as hilariously 
amusing as did some people I know. 
For instance, when some lady I sit 
next to at a dinner table suddenly, 
for no rhyme of reason, turns to me 
with the remark “A kiss on the 
hand may be very grand but a 
diamond bracelet lasts forever!”’ 

I am not bowled over with merri- 
ment. And when the young men at 
social functions start quoting Lore- 
lei Lee, I think the whole thing 
just a little absurd,—even ‘“unre- 
fined!"’ I was amused by reading 
it once but have had no desire to 
read it again so.I was not overly 
pleased to have it read to me from 
the stage. 

One more confession! I am 
rather deaf and unless I sit well 

own front I prefer my plays with 
ome action in them. “Gentlemen 
Prefer Blondes’’ being more than 
an average success I was forced to 
sit in the very last row and often 
times had to nudge the arm of the 
lady I took with me to have her 
tell me what all the laughing was 
about —— for I must admit the 
laugh. But despite 


most unbiased critics will admit 
that if one has read the book he is 
apt to be disappointed in the play 
and if he has not he will have more 
fun doing so than hearing it from 
the stage. The play has certainly 
its amusing moments but badly 
lacks dramatic action and a play 
has more need of action than a 
book one reads. 

But June Walker’s Lorelei Lee 
is as near a conception of the orig- 
inal as it seems possible to get, and 
she looks like illustrations come to 
life. A remarkable feat for the 
little actress who last year wrung 
our hearts in ‘“‘The Glass Slipper.” 
And yet Lorelei Lee on the stage, 
just as I fear she would be in real 
Iffe, is a bit of a bore, June Walker 
notwithstanding. The other players 
were all pretty good, though the 
characterizations of the Philadel- 
phia Spoffards would hardly flatter 
residents along the select ‘‘main 
line.”” Edna Hibbard, who made a 
personal success last year in ‘‘La- 
dies of the Evening,’’ was beau- 
tifully typed for Dorothy, which 
she acted well, though we badly 
missed from time to time her Be- 
Jasco direction. 
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Several people have asked me 
lately ‘which is the best revue in 
town, so apparently the summer 
craze is not yet over.

PHILADELPHIA 
ORCHESTRA 
HERE SOON 


The Philadelphia orchestra, un- 
der the direction of Leopold Sto- 
kowski, will inaugurate its twenty- 
seventh season with the concerts in 
Philadelphia on October 8 and 9, 
and two. weeks later, on October 26, 
will play the first of its five Wach- 
ington concerts at the auditorium. 
The orchestra has played all sum- 
mer at the Sesquicentennial in Phil- 
adelphia, under several noted zon- 
ductors, the last two weeks of the 
summer season being undér the di- 
rection of Mr. Stokowski, For this 
reason it. is expected that the en- 
semble will be as smooth at the 
opening performances as it usually 
is in the middle of the season. Also, 
the changes in the personnel are 
fewer than in any previous year. 
They are five in number and include 
the concertmaster and first ’celliist. 
The new concertmaster is Michel 
Gusikoff, an American - violinist, 
formerly first violin of the St. 
Louis orchestra, a pupil of Franz 
Kneisel, whose brother is a ‘cellist 
in the Philadelphia orchestra, and 
whose family has ben distinguished 
in musical activities for over a cen- 
tury. Willem Van den Burgh is the 
new first ‘cellist, like his predeces- 
sors, a Hollander by birth and a 
former member of the San Francis- 
co orchestra. 

Four out of the five Washington 
concerts will be under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Stokowski. The guest 
conductor at the fifth concert will 
be announced later. The outstand- 
ing event of the series will be the 
appearance of Rachmaninoff as s0- 
loist in the first performance here 
of his latest piano concerto, which 
will have its world premiere a few 
days earlier in Piladelphia. Other 
soloists are under consideration. 

During the last few seasons the 
Philadelphia orchestra has curtailed 
its out-of-town concerts in order to 
play more performances in its home 
city. Mr. Stokowski’s interest in 
the Washington series is so keen, 
however, that there has never been 


any question of eliminating that 
series. The season’s activities will 


[include ten concerts in New York, 


three in Baltimore, and a week’s 
tour of the middle West when In- 
dianapolis, St. Louis, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, Detroit and Cleveland will 
be visited. Altogether there will be 
102 concerts during the season. It 
is necessary each year to decline 
numerous invitations to appear in 
other cities, since it is the policy 
of the Philadelphia Orchestra asso- 
ciation to allow as much time as 
possible for rehearsals and for con- 
certs at home.

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WOOD BLOCK 
PRINT SHOW 
BY BAUMANN 


By ADA RAINEY. 


HE exhibition of the wood 
T block prints at the Smithso- 

nian’ building, by Gustave 
Baumann is highly significant. It 
is an exhibition blazing with color 
Which is perhaps the most note- 
worthy thing about the prints. It 
is impossible to escape them, so in- 
sistent are they. And on close ex- 
amination the prints become more 
and more interesting, for they lead 
us afield to the brilliance of the 
New Mexico autumns and the 
quaint customs and rites of the In- 
dians that are so little known in 
the East. 

Gustave Baumann has been 
making wood block prints for many 
years, and has gradually evolved 
a highly individualistic style which 
sets his work somewhat apart from 
the ordinary run of such prints. His 
work has been recognized by the 
Art Institute of Chicago, where he 
had a one-man exhibition, and re- 
cently in New York,! where his 
prints were enthusistically received. 
Formerly Mr. Baumann made wood 
block prints for commercial work. 
There is a set of hig prints on ex- 
hibition at the Smithsonian which 
is part of the permanent exhibi- 
tion of the institution, whére can 
be studied the way in whieh he 
used to make his commercial prints 
and which are considered standard 
of the type. 

The long way that the artist has 
come since then is highly instruc- 
tive. He has made the wood block 
print a thing of beauty and flexibil- 
ity and an art medium that is well 
adapted to give charm and color to 
the interiors of the modern house. 
Even more charming are these col- 


orful prints than the black and 
white of etchings for giving interest 
and charm to our walls. 


History of Wood-Block Art. 


It is said that wood block prints 
were first used in Europe in the fif- 
teenth century, first for playing 
cards and then the monks made 
pictures of the saints to give to the 
people. Later, somewhat, pictures 
were made of Savonarola when he 
was preaching. These prints were 
made by his followers to arouse in- 
terest of the partisans in the con- 
test that ended with the death of 
the &reat friar when he was burned 
at the stake in the piazza of’ Flor- 
ence. 

Wood block prints were used in 
China, the veritable mother of all 
the arts, as early as the eighth cen- 
tury, so it is surmised. Certainly in 
the eleventh and twelfth centuries 
they were used in China. In Japan, 
where the wood block print came 
into such perfect expression, the 
process was perfected in the seven- 
teenth and eighteenth centuries. 
Such is the honorable history of 
this form of art which is coming 
into great beauty and popularity 
today. It is coming to be a delight- 
ful mode of art expression, and in 
the hands of a master it becomes 
especially adapted to portray the 
_emotions of the artist. 

“Mr. Baumann first began to em- 
ploy this medium in an original 
manner when he went to Indiana to 
join the colony of artists who were 
living there quietly. He remained 
here for a number of years before 
he went to New Mexico to live. He 
was in Taos for a time, then he 
settled in Santa Fe, where he is a 
member of that vital group of art- 
ists who are proving that the cre- 
ative artist is an asset to the com- 
mtnity. 

In Santa Fe is’a group of men 
who are painting in their own way 
without imitating any one, but who 
are saying interesting things that 
the world cares especially to hear. 
This is a significant group of artists 
that can not be ignored. In fact, 
it is making itself felt in the world 
of art more and more insistently. 


Dasberg at Santa Fe. 


Andrew Dasberg, who was the re- 
cipient of one of the prizes in the 
Pan-American exhibition in Los An- 
geles for his painting, ‘‘Tulips,” 
later purchased by the art museum 
of that city, is one of the most 
significant figures in Santa Fe. A 
“Portrait of Alfred,’’ exhibited by 
the New society in New York last 
winter, is remarkable for the sim- 
plicity and sincerity with which it 
is painted. 

Mr. Dasberg was invited to send 
a portrait to the Sesquicentennial 
and has in his studio a remarkable 
Sincerely painted portrait of Mr, 
Ficke, collecsor of paintings, of 
Davenport, Iowa. He is one of the 
most individual and vital of the 
members of the Santa Fe group, 
which also includes Frank Apple- 
gate, Willard Nash, Bakos and 
Mruk, the two latter both Polish in 
origin, Nordfelt and others. 

- Baumann is the first representa- 
tive of this particular group that 
we have had in Washington. He is 
individual in that he is not so in- 
terested in painting as in wood 
block prints, which medium he has 
made his own in'a manner wholly 
delightful. He expresses the spirit 
of the Southwest in many of his 
prints of the ceremonials, fiestas 
and Indian customs which are be- 
ginning to arouse the interest of 
the scientist andthe world in gen- 
eral.. This is shown in the prints, 
“Strangers from Hopiland,’”’ ‘‘Day

ISMATTHEWS’ 
LATEST WORK: 


Brander Matthews needs no in-| 
troduction to the American public, 
as the premier playgoer of the 
country and his book, “Rip Van 
Winkle Goes to the Play’’ (Charles 
Scribners’ Sons, New York), is a 
quaint allusion to the fact that from 
1909 to 1924 he was not actively 
engaged in dramatic criticism, 
although he never lost for an in- 
stant his keen interest in and ap- 
preciation of the stage. 
| In his volume this dean of play- 
goers presents a procession of the 
great actors and actresses in a 
vivid and entertaining manner. 
The strain of autobiography which 
runs through its pages only adds to 
its charm. His play going began at 
the early age of 8 with Laura Keene 
as Jeanie Deans in “‘The Heart of 
Midlothian” as the vehicle which 
was to introduce him to the world 
of the footlights. 

Edwin Booth in Hamlet also held 
him spellbound in boyish years and 
Ife writes familiarly of such The- 
spian immortals as Forrest, Booth, 
Barrett, Jefferson, Florence Daven- 
port, Henry Irving, Charlotte Cush- 
man, Clara Morris, Rose Eytinge 
and Ellen Terry, Ristori, Salvini 
and. Rossi, Barney and Seebach, 
Janauschek and Modjeska, Fechter 
and Coquelin, Sarah Bernhardt and 
Rejane, of giant statue, all in their 
chosen art. Side by side with these 
walk the great dramatists of. the 
past, Boucicault and: Roberson, 
Pinero and Henry Arthur Jones, 
Bronson Howard and Clyde Fitch, 
Gillette and Thomas, Sardou, 
Dumas and Dennery, Suderntann 
and Ibsen. Through these figures 
of dramatic history of the past 60 
years the story of the stage is con- 
structed so admirably that all who 
run may read it. 

Modern drama need not despair, 
according to this master critic, for 
he finds in certain plays of the mo- 
ment much sterling stuff. ‘‘Taken 
by and large,’ he declares, ‘“‘they 
displayed a freshness of topic, a 
fertility of invention, an ingenuity 
of plotting, a neatness of construc- 
tion and an adroitness of craftsman- 
ship, which would have been sought 
in vain in even the best of the na- 
tive plays of half a century ago.”’

Nor does Mr. Matthews find it a 

matter of regret that the largeness 
of style which distinguished the 
stage of yesterday has been re- 
placed by simplicity of utterance 
and by subtler refinements in char- 
acterization. As he points out, ac- 
tors have now learned the value of 
team play resulting in a more har- 
monious whole. 
The author gives much credit to 
the producer for the changes for 
the better in this respect. He at- 
tributes to his genius also the bet- 
ter type of scenery of today and 
compares the producer quite truly 
and cleverly to the conductor of a 
symphony orchestra. His profes- 
sion is a new one in drama. 

Some of the defects of the new 
system Mr. Matthew calls attention 
to. As for instance the lack of ver- 
satility which too often inhibits the 
modern actor and restricts him to 
the playing of similar parts often 
making his work monotonous and 
unprofitable. The infrequency_ of 
his appearance in the classics is an- 
other detriment in the eyes of this 
veteran playgoer, as he loves to call 
himself. 

The short lives of modern plays 
is. another source of regret, he 
feels, thereby putting a stop to re- 
vivals and giving a limited career 
to even the best of plays. 

In a discussion of the acceptance 
of American plays in foreign lands, 
Mr. Matthews declares that the 
American play has had a hard road 
to travel yet many European dra- 
matists have freely gleaned ideas 
from the work of American play- 
wrights. In late years this situa- 
tion has greatly changed for the 
better. Prof. Matthews rather ig- 
nores the question of repertoire, one 
of the pressing problems of modern 
drama, in his always interesting 
book. It is too bad that this is so, 
| because he could have given a real

The hand that rocks the cradle 
does not rock it at all in the modern 
field of raising babies, but the 
mother informs herself of the best 
and safest ways to feed and clothe 
and put her baby to sleep. In this 
book on, health of the child by nat- 
ural methods Dr. Lovell, who is 
known as the drugless practitioner, 
has written a handbook of value to 
parents and those who deal with 
child health. 

He begins with the fundamentals 
of parenthood and parental health, 
the preparations for the baby and 
the layette. The work covers all 
the phases of child raising, includ- 
ing the underweight and communi- 
cable disease problems, heredity, 
training to good habits, discipline 
and morale, the treatment of the 
child genius, which includes pre- 
cociousness at the expense of 
health, and play and study. 

The keynote of this book seems 
to be common sense, and Dr. Lovell 
has a keen sense of humor and dis- 
plays it. 


MIRACLES, A Modern View. By 
Floyd Darrow (the Bobbs Mer- 
rill Co., Indianapolis). 

Just when we.are beginning to 


restore our faith in fairies along 

comes some learned sage to explain 

to us in scientific terms that it is 
only our faulty vision which has 
led us astray. 

Now they say the miracles on 
which many of us have. been 
brought up were no miracles at all, 
that the reign of law is universal 
and that’our religion should not be 
clothed in the garments of pagan-, 
ism or heathen wonder workers. 

Many authorities are called in to 
support the writer’s contention that 
miracles do not happen gnd never 
have happened. There/are those 
of us left, however, even in the face 
of the carefully compiled proofs 
from the beginning of history to the 
present day in regard to miracles, 
who will stubbornly cling to bellef 
in the miracles of the New Testa- 
ment.

‘Verax contends that the kaiser 
ascended his throne twenty years 
too early and that had it been oth- 
erwise the world war might have 
been avoided. -The. kaiser’s foolish 
speeches, he declarés, were misrep- 
resented willfully by the press; he 
was described as a war lord, always 
rattling his saber. The writer adds, 
however, that the kaiser has to his 
credit the keeping of the peace of 
the world for 40 years when he had 
several opportunities of breaking it.

TURK EVENTUALLY WILL 
EMBRACE 


CHRISTIANITY 


Washingtonians who remember 
“Vic” Murdock as a two-fisted, hard- 
hitting member of Congress, will be 
interested in his appearance as the 
author of “Constantinople, the ‘Chal- 
lenge of the Centuries” (Fleming 
H. Revell, New York), confessedly 
an authoritative work on that much 
mooted question. 

This is not Victor Murdock’s in- 
itial essay into the field of litera- 
ture, however. For years he has 
won renown as the editor of the 
progressive Wichita Kansas Eagle 
and his “China; the Mysterious and 
Marvellous,’ was regarded with 
much favor by the critics. 

Mr. Murdock, as becomes a 
working newspaperman, has ap- 
proached the Constantinople story 
from the human interest angle, pre- 
ferring to clothe its pertinent facts 
in the drapery of humanity Tather 
than in the cold mantle of either 
statistics or historical information. 
It is a dual challenge this editor 
found in Constantinople, a gauntlet 
thrown in the face of the modern 
world by -one hand and a hardly 
gentle punch in the solar plexus 
of Mohammedanism with the other. 
The author does not fail either to 
pay his respects to the blundering 
Occidental either to deal fairly 
both in estimate and deed with 
these teeming millions of the Near 


East, 
Must Pay for Ideals. 


ka one word, incoherent, Mr. 
Murdock aptly sums up the present 
situation in Constantinople. In his 
opinion, the Turks must pay for 
their new ideal of democracy with 
their traditional religion—Moham- 
medanism. They can not keep 
both according to this observer, 
who pronounces democracy as an 
essential product of Christianity. 

He foresees in some future, how 
near he does not attempt to pre- 
dict, an eventual acceptance by the 
Turkish people of the Christian re- 
ligion. This amazing prophecy 
Sheds new light on certain devel- 
opments in the Turkey of today. 

A city of legend is a dominant 
impression one gains of the historic 
town on the Bosphorus which has 
figured so frequently in historical 
moments of importance. A thought- 
ful observer will find it produces 
a challenge to him personally to 
define the things in his own life 
which are permanent and clear and 
clean. 

In a thrilling chapter Mr. Mur- 
dock tells of wandering about the 


city, inspecting its tombs of dead 
and gone rulers;- listening to the 
muzzein sounded from the minarets 
of Moslem mosque and all the 
graphic picture of humanity in evo- 
lution, a soul stirring sight for 
those having eyes which can see 
and imagination in some degree or 
other. 


Fine Strain Shown. 


There is idealism and a fine 
strain of real literature in the chap- 


ter entitled, ‘‘A Waiting Christ,” a 
cameo of description of a little 
church, Karie Djami, where a he- 
roic mosaic of Jesus of Nazareth 
has for centuries awaited the hour 
when the Son of God should come 
into His own again in this ancient 
city. 

Nor should be overlooked the ex- 
quisite bit of word painting depict- 
ing the Golden Gate of this Eastern 
city. Its remarkable history is told 
in a realistic manner and one sees 
rising before him even from the 
pages of the book this splendid 
golden glittering arch, the symbol 
of supreme human power and un- 
challenged dominion. 

A fascinating part of the book is 
that which deals with the Grand 
Bazaar of Constantinople, often 
called the “‘Attic of the Ages.”’ This 
gigantic lure to femininity to dis- 
pose of man’s worldly goods is 
_truly a city within a city, filled with 
| the souvenirs of the centuries. Its 
wares have been garnered from the 
dim land of yesterday. 

Side by side with a leather 
trinket the work of a modern arti- 
San reposges a tiny tear bottle of 
Phoenician glass, into which a sor- 
rowing widow 2,000 years ago had 
wept her full need of grief and 


then buried with the beloved one. 
| What a strange thing it is that this 
fragil bit of glass should have sur- 
vived the centuries and outlived 
the days of its creator man. 

The author records that the 
Americans are great prey for the 
Clever Orientals who preside over 
the picturesque stalls of the Grand 
Bazaar. To be an American and 
not a millionaire is a state of peing 
for them impossible to comprehend 
and the rush to sell the Yankee re- 
sembles a Monday morning bargain 
counter mob. 

So on through the book. One 
passes from one delightful descrip- 
tion to another until on the magic 
carpet of its pages you are trané- 
ported to the land of which Mr. 
Murdock has so bbb written.

TREMENDOUS INDUSTRY 


Brought Into Being Big Plants 
Which Represent Today 
$7,500,000,000 Capital. 


October 21 is ‘‘electric night,’’ the 
orty-seventh anniversary of the in- 
vention of the incandescent lamp by 
Thomas A. Edison. Throughout the 
world, that most recent and prob- 
ably. most popular application of 
electricity, radio, will transmit pro- 
grams of tributes to the-genius of 
Edison and to the service of the 
great centra! station industry wh'‘ch 
has grown from the little lamp. 

Fifty broadcasting stations in the) 
United States, Hawaii, South Africa, | 
Porto Rico, Cuba, Argentine, Italy, 
England and Japan will offer 
feature programs sponsored by lead- 
ers in the electrical industry. 

Wherever an electric lamp sheds | 
light, wherever a power line car-| 
ries energy to perform work, listen- | 


ers will near something about that | 
great servant — electricity. The | 
achievements of Aladdin with his | 
magic Jamp become dull and trivial | 
when compared to the revolution 
which has been worked in everyday 
life by the patience, courage and | 
initiative of that genius of Menlo | 
Park, N. J., who on October: 21, | 
1879, found that a little loop of| 
carbonized .cotton sewing thread, | 
sealed in an air-exhausted glass | 
globe and connected to an electric | 
circuit, would burn brightly for | 
over 40 hours. The practical in-| 
candescént lamp was found. | 


Edison’s Great Vision. 


Edison’s contribution did not, | 
however, stop with the invention of 
the lamp. From the very first he 
had visions of a lighting system 
which included the generation of 
electric energy on a large scale; its 
distribution throughout great areas, 
and its division and subdivision into 
small units converted into light at 
innumerable points in every direc- 
tion from the source of supply, each 
unit independent of every other and 
under the immediate control of the 
user. ‘ 

Edison had the vision and he had 
the industry and inventive ability 
to make his vision real and sub- 
stantial. On September 4, 1882, 
three years after the invention of 
the lamp, the first central station, 
the Pearl street station in New 
York, was put into service by Edi- 
son. 

Between the time of the inven- 


tion of the lamp and opening of 


the first central station, Edison 
had performed a prodigious amount 
of work. 


Among his problems were: To 


conceive a correct method of cur- 
rent distribution, satisfactory in a 
scientific sense and practical com- 
mercially; to devise a durable lamp 
that could be handled safely by 
'the public and could be burned in- 
| dependently of other lamps; to de- 
vise means of measuring the amount 
of current supplied each customer; 
to devise an economical system of 
conductors; to provide a means for 


maintaining at all points in a great 


area a practically even pressure of 
current, so that all lamps, near and 


far from the central station, would 
give equal light at all times,. and 


_to provide a safeguard against rup- 
ture of the lamps by violent fluctu- 
ations of current; to design an effi- 
cient generator that would convert 
economically steam power into elec- 
trical energy; to invent devices that 


would prevent the current from be- 


coming excessive upon any conduc- 


tors; to invent switches for turning 


the current on and off, lamp holders 
and fixtures; also means and meth- 
'ods for establishing the interior cir- 
cuits. 


That is part of the colossal 
task which Edison faced in 1879. 


Brought Great Industry. 
As a result of the work of Edi- 


son, there has come into being a 


light and power industry which 


represents an estimated capitaliza- 


tion of $7,500,000,000. In the 
United States alone there are 6,000 
light and power systems, serving 
17,937,000 customers. There are 
4,800 generating stations with an 
aggregate rating of about 25,000,- 
000 kilowatts in generating ca- 
pacity. There are more than 100,- 
000 circuit miles of high tension 
transmission lines and nearly half a 
million miles of distribution lines. 

From these great power systems 
comes not only the energy for light- 
ing but the power for performance 
of work in the home, in the field 
and in the factory. Processes of 
manufacture have been revolution- 
ized, and what is more readily ap- 
parent to the average man, the bur- 
densome tasks have more and more 
been taken over by the great ser- 
vant——-electricity. The motor has 
not only taken the place of back- 
breaking manual labor in the field 
and the shop, but has come to the 
home, and now responds, at the 
turn of a switch it cooks food and, 
in the refrigerator, preserves food: 
it washes the clothes and irons 
them, and keeps the house clean; it 
brings, on radio waves, entertain- 
ment and information. 


Electric Scrubbing 
Machine Introduced 


Getting rid of the dirty mop is 
the object in the recent develop- 
ment of the electric machine, that 
scrubs or polishes floors and which 


has begun to be generally used in 
well equipped homes and public 
buildings. As the slatternly dish- 
cloth is gradually disappearing 
through the introduction: of the 
dishwasher, so the next most in- 
sanitary household helper to the 
dishcloth and the broom is going 
fast. 

The electric scrubbing machine 
has only one thing to ask -of its 
users and that is that they do not 
slop or spray too much water in its 
path. It requires very little. Floor 
polishing is done by the:same ma- 
chine by simply fitting a disk of 
polishing wool over the under part 
of the brush and operating it as in 
scrubbing.

Because it is cleaner, easier to 
transport and because it renders a 
type of service no other fuel can, 
liquid fuel rapidly is supplanting 
solid fuel in heating the home. Oil 
is used in industrial plants and in 
locomotives, but in the last ten 
years it has been rapidly becoming 
the accepted fuel for home heating. 

With this rapid increase in the 
use of all grades of refined oil there 
has been widespread publicity to 
the effect that there is a present 
oil shortage and that the reserve 
supply is dwindling so fast as to be 
practically exhausted in a few 
years. 


The facts about present and fu- 
-ture supply will interest any one 
who has hesitated to consider auto- 
matic oil heating, fearing possible 
shortage of fuel. Such a man does 
iot hesitate to buy a pleasure auto- 
a0Obile for fear of gasoline shortage. 
Responsible authorities know and 
assure us that there will be plenty 
of gasoline for many years to come, 

“The source of motor fuel is un- 
ilimited,’’ says the American Re- 
search Foundation in a recent bulle- 
‘in. ‘‘Men who ten years ago pre- 
xlcted dollar gasoline within a year 
have been thoroughly squelched. 
Men who thought it foolish to buy 
terosene lamps 60 years ago be- 
‘ause the oil fields of Pennsylvania 
would soon play out’ are dead. 
We can keep 50,000,000 motor cars 
‘unning a thousand years if we put 
ill our resources to work on the 
droblem.”’ 

Whatever must be done to pro- 
vide this tremendous increase in the 
high grade, volatile oil, such as 
gasoline, can be duplicated, if nec- 
essary, to an equal extent in pro- 
ducing the proper grade liquid fuel 
for domestic oil burners. This 
would be a natural development. 
Moreover, the production of s5s0 
much high grade oil, such as gaso- 
line, automatically and econom- 
ically produces a tremendous sup- 
ply of good burning oils. ° 

Both come from the same source 

-crude petroleum—whether it be 
{rom wells or from other vast, nat- 
ural resources. Gasoline and liquid 
oil sich re * Rt at different 
Stages in the r@finement of crude 
petroleum and the cleaner, lighter 
fuels which are not used in indus- 
trial plants always will be most 
plentiful. 


Storing Oil for Future. 


Reports that the supply of oil rap- 
idly is becoming exhausted have 
heen accepted with no small amount 
of credence by the public. But to 
those in touch with the oil situation 
this publicity is recognized as conf 
ing either from a few alarmists who, 
although acting in good faith, give 
out erroneous information, or from 
those directly interested in boosting 
some phase of the oil market. 

But statistics prove that instead 
of an oil shortage, more oil today is 
being produced than ever before— 
that production is considerably in 
excess of the demand—that oil pro- 
ducers have been placing vast quan- 
tities of oil in storage as a reserve 
for future use. 

The bulletin of the American Pe- 
treloum Institute dated -August 18 
gives the following summary for 
the month of July, 1926, of the in- 
creases and decreases in oil stocks 
at refineries covering approximately 
79 per cent of the operating capac- 
ity east of California.

The American Petroleum Insti- 
tute recently investigated the oil 
industry and published a full report. 
A study of the report shows, first, 
that our reserves of oil practically 
are inexhaustible; second, . that 
though production may vary, there 
will be no danger.of an oil famine, 
and third, that there is little waste 
of ofl in the industry. 

The institute states we may be 
certain of a future recovery of 5,- 
$21,000,000 barrels of oil from the 
present producing wells and from 
land not yet opened up, but which 
we know contains oil. Basing its 


estimates of future supply from the 
———__ 


sibly as low as 20 per cent—of the 
oil in the sands is recoverable by 


present methods of flowing and 
pumping, the institute committee 
calculates 26,000,000,000 barrels 
“can be recovered by improved and 
known processes, such as flooding 
with water, the introduction of air 
and gas pressure and mining.’’ Pro- 
duction from known sources such as 
(oil shale and distillates from coal 
— lignite will bring the future 
isupplies of petroleum to a grand 
'total of over 734,000,000,000 bar- 
rels, according to the report. This 
'is enough oil to run the country at 
ithe present rate of consumption for 
{approximately 1,000 years. 


_ Reserves Await Drill. 


Turning to the oil reserves whose 
amount can not be subject to esti- 
mate, the institute report states 
“the greatest of the national petro- 
leum reserve; consists of 1,100,060,- 
000 acres of as yet unexplored and 
unproved land, inlaid with sedi- 
mentary rocks that await the drill. 

May 27 Charles Evans Hughes, 
former Chief Justice and Secretary 
of State, addressed the recently cre- 
ated Federal oil reservation board, 
appearing as counsel for the Amer- 
ican Petroleum institute. In his ad- 
dress Hughes went exhaustively 
into domestic petroleum conditions 
and said no one would question the 
importance or desirability of con- 
serving the fuel supply. 

“The nation does not face a sud- 
den failure of oil,’’ Hughes de- 
clared. ‘‘Deeper drilling may greatly 
increase supplies. The considerable 
reserve from wells already pro- 
ducing and the deeper sands In 
those fields are reassuring, but 
must be supplemented by continu- 
ous discoveries.’’ 

In conclusion he said: ‘“‘The gov- 
ernment can accomplish much in 
stimulating and leading research. 
The oil industry is ready to coop- 
erate in all practicable measures to 
promote research, to attain and dif- 
fuse knowledge, to stimulate in- 
vention. The keenest minds are 
studying processes, seeking im- 
provement. This is, of course, mo- 
tivated by intelligent self-interest. 

‘‘We are on the eve of important 
improvements in methods of pro- 
duction, in the recovery of oil still 
below the surface within known 
fields, in utilizing what is produced, 
in promoting efficiency in the de- 
velopment of substitutes.’’ 

Practical application of these im- 
proved methods of prdouction of oil 
from wells once considered exhaust- 
ed is being carried out by F. M. 
Knapp, one of the central figures in 
the oil production industry of 
northwestern Pennsylvania, who 
recently said in an interview: 

“‘The original oil fields of north- 
western Pennsylvania are being 
revived to a remarkable degree by 
means of the application of high 
pressure air to the sands. This is 
accomplished by forcing air at from 
300 to 500 pounds pressure down 
into the old bed through one of the 
old wells, thus affecting adjacent 
wells running to the same sand. 


Most Remarkable Results. 


“The process has proved out to 
su@gh an extent that it now is being 
applied generally with most remark- 
able results and already has caused 
a marked increase in the value of 
the oil leases in that district and 
bids fair to make the heretofore 
dwindling fields a real _ factor 
again.’’ 

“Fears of an .approaching fuel 
famine, so far as petroleum is con- 
cerned, are. unwarranted, believes 
James O. Lewis, former chief of the 
petroluem division of the United 
States bureau of mines,” is the 
comment of the Literary Digest of 
September 4, in a review of an 
article by Lewis in the Compressed 
Air Magazine (New York). | 

“Mr. Lewis calls attention to the 
fact that the oil pools of the world 
are nowhere near exhaustion, that 
great deposits doubtless exist in 
regions yet unexplored, that im- 
proved methods of extraction will 
recover from existing deposits many 
times the quantity already removed, 
and that enormous quantities of oil 
now locked up in shales hardly 
have been touched. Feéars of a 
failure of our petroleum resources, 
he thinks, arise from a misappre- 
hension, which is in part the con- 
sequence of a misunderstanding or 
misinterpretation of repeated worn- 
ings broadcast by government 
geologists and others to the effect 
that, at the present rates of con- 
sumption and under the prevailing

practices in the oil-producing indus- 
try, the supplies of crude oil exist- 
ing in our oil fields would last but 
a few years longer.’’ , 
Quoting Mr. Lewis’ article the 
Literary Digest continues: 
“Perhaps the situation may be 
summarized as follows: Supplies of 
cheap ‘flush’ oil from new pools can 
not be counted on to meet all de- 
mands for Many years to come; oth- 
er undeveloped sources of supply in- 
comparably are greater than the re- 
sources from which oil has been ob- 
tained up to this time, and these Iat- 
ent resources should meet all our 
more essential needs indefinitely— 
among these needs being fuel oil 
for oil engines; and, when it be- 
comes necessary to rely on these 
latent resources, higher, yet not ex- 
cessively high prices, may be expect- 
ed for petroleum products. Higher 
prices at such times will, no doubt, 
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cause many users of cheap fuel oll 
to revert to the use of coal or to 
other alternative sources of heat 
and power. Even so, the oil engine 
will have such a margin of advan- 
tage over the other uSers of fuel oll 
that it will be able to compete suc-. 


cessfully for supplies under well- 
nigh every conceivable contingency. | 

‘‘In their endeavors to reduce the | 
statements of government geologists 
and other authorities to the limita- 
tions of headlines, the newspapers 
have omitted ‘all explanations or 
qualifications, and therefore these 
captions have proved misleading. It 
has been the purpose of the ex- 
perts merely to forewarn the coun- 
try—not to alarm. That these well- 
intended efforts have been misin- 
ierpreted is not surprising when we 
consider the complexity of the prob- 
lem and the difficulties incident to 
presenting conditions in the oil in- 
dustry in an adequate way to the 
uninformed general public.

Latent Resources Numerous. 


“T) the oil engine owner, the 
subject resolves itself into two ques- 
tions: What will be the future sup- 
ply of oil? What will be the com- 
petitive position of the oil engine 
for such supplies as may then be 
available? 

“Generally speaking, 50 per cent 
of the production today is drawn 
from about 4 per cent of the wells 
that average less than a year in age. 
Our oil needs can be met only 
through the continued discovery of 
new pools; but, at the rate that 
these pools are being searched out, 
it is obvious that the time is not far 
distant when the production of the 
country as a whole must pass the 
peak. 

‘Were there no other resources, 
the situation might be alarming; 
but latent resources are numerous, 
and our future oil needs will be met 
from the sum of them. 

“What are these other resources? 
First of all, it will be necessary to 
increase importations of oil—prin- 
cipally from South America. These 
and other fields have been but bare- 
ly scratched, and with much of the 
earth’s surface not explored at all 
for oil, large imports confidently 
can be expected for many years to 
come.

White Birch Used, and Cold 
Weather Is the Time for 
Their Manufacture. 


SIX FACTORIES MAKE 
BULK OF WORLD SUPPLY 


Florists Use Millions in De- 
signs—Cooks Employ 
 $livers in Kitchen. 


Wausau, Wis., Oct. 9 (By the 
Associated Press). — Toothpicks, 
however lowly they may be, are 
holding their place in the mouths of 


the people, and they are one of the 
few manufactured products that are 
the same the world over. 

Thirty billion, the season product 
of a specialized industry, are pro- 
duced annually in the United 
States, H. E. Smith, official of a 
toothpick manufacturing firm here, 
estimates. 

The modern American toothpick, 
made of white birch, flat and bevel 
pointed, and the world’s standard, 
came into the market about 30 
years ago, he explained. 

‘Prior to that time,’ he said, 
“there was the gold plated, ever- 


principal factories in the United 
States; four of them are in Maine, 
in the cities of Guilford, Dixfield, 
Phillips and Strong; one is in 
Wausau, and one in Cloquet, Minn.”’ 

Toothpicks are not a by-product 
of some other industry, but many 
other commercial articles are by- 
products of toothpicks. The tooth- 


pick takes the choicest part of a 
white birch log, and what is left is 
converted into other things. 

The manufacturing process is 
carried on only in the cold months 
of the year. The ideal season for 
making toothpicks is said by manu- 
facturers to be from December 1 to 
April 15. The reason is that in 
cold weather the sap in the log re- 
mains frozen. As soon as warm 
weather sets in the sap hegins to 
stir and stains the wood a tobacco 
brown. 


How Log is Divided. 


To the toothpick manufacturer a 
white birch log is composed of 
three parts; the bark, which goes 
for fuel, the ‘“‘white sap,’’ which is 
the cream of the log for toothpicks, 
and the “red heart,’’ which is made 
up into the by-products. 

The log, which is anywhere from 
6 to 16 feet in length, is cut into 2- 
foot bolts, which are shaved of their 
bark to a cylindrical form. Next 
the frost is thawed out, and from 
there they go to the veneer lathe, 
where they are cut into long strips, 
exactly as wide as a toothpick is 
long. 

These strips are wound onto a 
spool and look like a big bolt of 
ribbon. The spool of veneer is then 
run through the toothpick ‘‘chop- 
pet,” a small, but very strong ma- 
chine, that runs like lightning— 
4,500 revolutions per minute—and 
as the machine has two knives, 
made in the shape of a toothpick, it 
cuts two picks at every revolution. 
There are usually twelve or sixteen

Automatic Processes Used. 


Up to this point the picks are 
dripping wet, and a blower carries 
them to the drying machine, a huge 
steel oven. 

From the dryer the picks are 
blown to the ‘‘polisher,’’ a _ steel 


cylinder, 110 feet in. diameter, that 
revolves very slowly, tumbling the 
picks against each other until they 
acquire the satiny finish that is 
characteristic of the American 
toothpick. 

The ‘shaker,’ by violent agita- 
tion straightens the picks into tin 
boxes the exact size of the commer- 
cial toothpick box: The tin boxes 
are dumped into the paper boxes, 
which are sealed, packed in cases, 
holding 96 dozen of the little boxes, 
and the merchandise is ready for 
the market. 

The whole manufacturing proc- 
ess is automatic. 

The little, pointed sticks are 
used in many ways and many places. 
Florists use millions of them in 
making wreaths and floral designs; 
restaurants and home kitchens use 
them to hold together ‘‘veal birds’’ 
and ‘‘pigs in blankets;’’ men use 
them to clean their pipes; they have 
been used, in some backwoods re- 
|sorts, as counters, in place of 
poker chips.

We 
know that but a fraction of the oil 
underground in any of the domestic 
fields is being extracted by the 
methods commonly employed. By 
two different processes oil extr 
tion has been increased in 5 
wells from two to four times 
under profitable commercial 

tions, and a third process 

worked out which has proved of 
practical success in Europe. The 
oil remaining in the sand—after 
mining by the usual methods——va- 
ries from three to nine times mors 
than the oil already extracted. What 
increase may be looked for can not 
now be fixed with any certainty; 
but it is clear that a tremendous 
increase in the yield will come from 
existing fields, spread over many 
years in the form of a stable, mod- 
erately priced production. The 
most important latent resource of 
oil fuel is our oil-shales. These ex- 
ist in enormous measures in both 
the eastern and the western parts 
of the country. Oil shale resembles 
a poor grade of cannel coal; and to 
obtain the oil it is necessary to 
mine, to crush and to retort the 
shale. Oil from shales will gradu- 
ally supplement our other sources. 

Other promising sources of liquid 
fuel are oils produced by the low- 
temperature distillation of coal as 
well as alcohols from various waste 
vegetable products and other 
sources. Any product that will re- 
place gasoline will have its effect 
upon existing fuel oil, because much 
of the gasoline now available is ob- 
tained by processing fuel oil. 

“The outstanding fact is that the 
future supply of liquid fuel can be 
drawn from large and varied 
sources, and the utilization of these 
is now merely awaiting demand. In 
short, a serious depletion of our oil 
supply is inconceivable in view of 
the known facts and the avenues of 
relief which have been opened up in 
part and which .are susceptible of 
nearly unlimited development.’’

The New 1927 
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James Kerney Tells How Wilson, & 


Meeting the New Jersey Bosses, 
Forced Upon Them His Own Ideas 
of Progressiveness, Cheerfully Over- 
threw Some Who Had Been His 
Best Advisers, and Spread Conster- 
nation in the Democratic Camp— 
But He Won the Nomination and 
Election to the Governorship of 
New Jersey.

Editor and Publisher of the Trenton 
Times newspapers and one of Wood- 
row Wilson’s most intimate friends 
and advisers throughout his ten years 
of public career. 


OL. GEORGE HARVEY was no 
mere chance acquaintance of Wil- 
son’s. He was president of Har- 

per & Brothers, then publishers of Wil- 
son’s books, likewise editor of Harper’s 
Weekly and Harper’s Monthly, as well 
as owner and editor of the North Amer- 
ican Review. 

For some years the big magazines of 
the country had been cultivating a de- 
mand for men of higher intellectual and 
social eminence in public life. The At- 
lantic Monthly, under the editorship of 
Walter Hines Page, had been somewhat 
of a pioneer in the field. When Page 
became editor of World’s Work he had 
followed a like course. The Century, 
under Richard Watson Gilder, intimate 
friend of Grover Cleveland and favor- 
ably disposed toward Wilson, was 
spreading the same doctrine. Scrib- 
ner’s, with Robert Bridges, who had 
been a student with Wilson at Prince- 
ton, gave encouragement at every op- 
portunity. 

To crystallize the sentiment there 
was needed something of the dynamic 
punch of Harvey, who energetically spe- 
cialized in politics. 

Harvey and Harry Harpen, of the 
‘publishing firm, were at the inaugura- 
tion of Wilson as president of Princeton 
university in October, 1902. Everything 
about the Wilson environment was cal- 
culated to appeal to the business poli- 
tician. The Wilson inauguration as 
head of. the university was typical of 
the conservative atmosphere. Grover 
Cleveland made the speech on behalf of 
the trustees. The Clevelands and Rob- 
ert Lincoln dined with the Wilsons, 
while Harvey, Mark Twain, Richard 
Watson Gilder and Speaker Thomas 
Brackett Reed, czar of Congress, all on 
hand for the event, dined with George 
Armour. They were the kind of folks 
that regarded William Jennings Bryan 
and his associates as lightweight pro- 
fessional , agitators, without genuine 
ability or balance, and calculated to 
wipe out the country. 

Harvey got his training in practical 
politics in New Jersey, and for many 
years before the Wilson nomination for 
governor had been close to Senator 
James Smith. Smith had begun life as 
a clerk in his father’s grocery store. He 
was a very handsome man, of charming 


manner, and at the time occupied a 
commanding position in both business 
and political life of New Jersey. He 


was president of a large banking insti- 
tution, at the head of several leather 
manufacturing concerns, the publisher 
of a morning and an evening newspaper, 
and one of the recognized Irish-Ameri- 
can leaders of the country. He had sent 
three sons to Princeton and had a slight 
acquaintance with Wilson. 


Smith’s Political Rise. 


smith was one of the successful old- 
time gentlemen bosses who made a busi- 
ness of playing the political game in a 
practical way. Likable and suave, im- 
maculately groomed, standing 6 feet 
and with the face of an innocent child, 
he fascinated both the business men 
and the common crowd. A generous 
contributor to civic and charitable 
movements, he gathered about him a 
band of loyal adherents in the high- 
class county of Essex and was soon the 
acknowledged leader of his party there. 
He soon became the party boss of New 
Jersey. He gathered funds from the 
big railroad and utility corporations and 
others who found control of politics use- 
ful and, in turn, distributed money to 
various county leaders, most of whom 
were without means of their own. He 
was a lavish entertainer, occupying in 
the summer time what was known as 
the Garfield cottage-at Elberon—the 
seaside mansion in which the wounded 
President, James A. Garfield, died after 
he had been rushed there following the 
shooting at the Washington railroad 
station by the crazy Guiteau. 

Within ten years he had become so 
powerful that he was able in 1892 to 
switch the New Jersey delegation in the 
Democratic national convention from 
David Bennett Hill to Grover Cleveland, 
which counted very much for the re- 
naming of Cleveland. 


Became United States Senator. 


Then Smith went after the United 
States senatorship himself, although 
the New Jersey legislature that had 
been elected.was obligated to Gov. Leon 
Abbet. Senators at that time were 
picked out in the old-fashioned way, 
and with a crowd of lobbyists besieging 
the capitol Smith was elected by the 
legislature. 

While nominations were not sold out- 
right, as judicial places were under the 
old French monarchy and commissions 
in the army of England were until 1872, 
the practice was to. parcel out United 
States senatorships to some well- 
financed politician, agreeable to the cor-

poration interests. After the election 
of John F. Dryden, president of the 
Prudential Insurance Co., to the United 
States Senate in 1902 the whole State 
was stirred. Dryden was an able busi- 
ness man, but the methods used to ad- 
vance him politically caused such a 
stench that it was impossible for him to 
be returned in 1907. This produced a 
period of political unrest and agitation 
that contributed largely to the Roose-

Parker in 1904, and Smith had no no- 
tion of attempting to raise any such 
fund for a Wilson enterprise. Smith, 
with Harvey, had sat in when Whitney 
named Cleveland, and he knew the enor- 
mous. cost in money and effort of put- 
ting over a candidate for the Presi- 
dency 


Reasons Why He Should. 


There were urgent” reasons why 
Smith should take a chance. He had 
tried his hand at trolley promoting, 
leather manufacturing, banking, news- 
paper publishing, and.in 1910 he was 
regarded as one of the business leaders 
of the State with affiliations in New 
York and elsewhere that gave him the 
reputation of a man of first importance. 

Despite this outward glamour his per- 
sonal fortunes were actually in a bad 
way at the time, and his political situa- 
tion was such that. he sorely needed to 
win. Since 1895 he had been hand-pick- 
ing most of the Democratic candidates 
for governor, and none had ever beén 
elected. There was an increasingly 
large number of young progressives in 
the New Jersey Democracy who were 
clamoring for his retirement. 

Wilson was known to entertain liberal 
views in excise matters. He was op- 
posed to the radicals. And he favored 
party organizations. In an article en- 
titled ““The States and the Federal Gov- 
ernment” Wilson‘had argued that a sys- 
tem of popular elections like ours could 
not be operated successfully unless the 
selection of candidates were left to a 
few persons who from one motive or 
a me volunteered to make a business 
of it. 

That kind of doctrine was satisfac- 
tory to Smith personally. He told me 
repeatedly that he was aiming to round 
out his political days with.a winner, 
preparatory .to his definite retirement 
from the game. He was weary of it 


all and wanted to make a respectable 


finish. Not once, but a dozen times, he 
declared that under no circumstance 
would he be a candidate for the United 
States Senate should the campaign 
eventuate in a Democratic legislature. 
But it was Harvey who induced 
Smith to accept Wilson and who ar- 
ranged the meetings in New York in 
the summer of 1910, where Smith's 
lieutenants. told, Wilson that the New 
Jersey Democrats were unanimously 
clamoring for his nomination. There 
were many things to be ironed out. 
Smith was State boss, but he must lean 
on. James R. Nugent. and Robert Davis 
for the picking of the delegates in the 
two great counties of Essex and Hud- 
son. Without them Smith would be 
helpless. 
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The first Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, who prevailed upon her husband to enter politics as a cand 


fight with West and the faculty that 
his happy days at Princeton soon must 
end, Wilson did not at once grab the 
political bait that Harvey finally in- 
duced Smith to hold out. “Caution is 
the confidential agent of selfishness,” 
he had said shortly before in a Lincoln 
speech. His recent savage struggle at 
Princeton had had its effect. 


Wanted to Be President. 


Wilson wanted to be President of the 
United States, not governer of New 
Jersey. 

Before making the decision to run 
he put the problem before his intimate 
personal friends in and out of the. board 
of trustees of Princeton. They de- 
clined to take the responsibility, prom- 
ising, however, that he could rely on 
their friendship and substantial sup- 
port wherever he might venture. 

After the preliminary discussions with 
Harvey and Smith, Wilson held a con- 
ference in New York early in July to

vision of forest service. 


The United States is a great agricultural 
and grazing country, and naturally the very 
life of these industries is dependent on water, 
Since vegetation and water are dependent on 
the forests, it is reasonable to understand 
why the forest service should ccme under the 
general supervision of the Department of 
Agriculture. The keynote of forest adminis- 
tration is service. When the national forests, 
limited in number and acreage, were turned 
over to the Department of Agriculture in 
1905, Secretary James Wilson issued an order 
to the foresters and rangers to conserve these 
public properties ‘‘to. the greatest good of the 
greatest number in the long run.” 

With this as an objective, the national 
forest service and the departments of fores- 
try in the States have performed wonders in 
making the national and State forests a real 


place of recreation as well as increasing . 


monetary value of the properties. 

To the camper, sportsman, and seeker after 
health, rest and recreation, the national 
forests offer unrivaled opportunities for out- 
door life ‘and enjoyment. Roads and trails 
marked by signs make the forests reasonably 
accessible, and thousands of people visit 
these natural playgrounds each year. There 
are countless secluded spots along the banks 
of streams and lakes where the camper may 
pitch his tent and stay an indefinite time. 
The sites are free and generally require no 
permit. He may choose his own camp ground 
and help himself to dead wood for fuel and 
to forage. 

In localities frequented by large numbers 
of people “‘recreation areas” are being estab- 
lished and log shelters, campfire places and 
other conveniences are provided for the visi- 
tors. The only restriction that the forestry 
department imposes is that the fish and game 
laws of the State be observed and that the 
visitor look to the fire protection and proper 
sanitation of his camp. |

fires may start in regions remote from 
supplies and water and reach vast proportions 
before fire fighters can get to the scene, no 
maiter how promptly the start is made. By 
far the best plan, therefore, is to prevent 
fires rather than to depend upon fighting 
them once they start. This subject has been 
given the most earnest attention by the forest 
service. 


During the danger season the main atten- 
tion of supervisors and rangers is devoted to 
preventing fire. Extra men are employed, 
the forests are systematically patroled, and 
a careful lookout”“is maintained from high 
points. Roads and trails are being built so 
that all parts of the forests may be quickly 
reached. . Tools and food for fire fighters 
are stored at convenient places. The ranger 
stations and: lookout points are connected 
with the offices of the supervisors by tele- 
phone, so that men may be quickly assembled 
to fight dangerous fires which the patrolmer 
can not subdue alone. 

In Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia. 
the States in which the Chesapeake & Poto- 
mac Telephone Co. operates, there are four 
national forests and-vast domains of timber- 
land that come under the supervision of the 
State’s forest service. The Shennandoah, 
Natural Bridge and Unaka national forests 
in Virginia, and the Monongahela national] 
forest in West Virginia comprise more than 
700,000 acres. In Maryland the State’s 
timberlands cover 2,000,000 acres; in Vir- 
ginia, 9,500,000 acres, and in West Virginia, 
8,000, 000 acres.

T™N the national and State forests within 


these States, the forest service. depart- 
ments maintain about 100 observation tow- 
ers and lookout stations in connection with 
fire suppression and forest protection. These 
towers are connected by a vast network of 
telephone lines connecting either directly 
with the central office of7the nearest tele- 
phone company or by forest service lines with 
telephones in stores, on farms, or in fire war- 
dens’, rangers’ and supervisors’ offices where 
messages can be transmitted over long dis- 
tance circuits, from one district to another 
when emergencies arise. 


The telephone lines in the forests generally 


consist of grounded lines strung on trees, and 
constructed and maintained by the rangers, 
wardens and their forces. In exposed places, 
mine type telephones are used because they 
are weather proof. In other cases, the tow- 
ers or lookout stations are’ connected directly 
with the switchboard of the telephone com- 
pane serving the particular section in ques-

The Shenandoah Nationa] forest, the larg- 
est forest in the southern Appalachian meun- 
tains, is largely in Virginia, but part of it is 
located in Hampshire, Hardy and Pendleton 
counties, West Virginia. The Virginia coun- 
ties in which this forest is located include 
Augusta, Bath, Frederick, Highland, Page, 
Rockbridge, Shenandoah and Warren. 

This forest surrounds the famous Shenan- 
doah valley. These mountain ranges include 
both the Blue Ridge and the Alleghanies 
and the whole area is a veritible playground 
that attracts thousands of tourists every year. 
In passing through the forest section they 
turn aside for a few hours at least, and enjoy 
the cool, green fastnesses of the mountains 
and the clear, sparkling water of the streams.

NTICIPATING the needs of adequate 

. Camp grounds, forest service has equip- 
ped a number of Suitable plots with perma- 
nent fireplaces, sanitary arrangements and 
cement springs and provided camp tables and 
benches for the convenience of travelers who 
wish to spend a day or night in the open. No 
equipment or shelter is available at any of 
these camping places, but good water for 
drinking, swimming or bathing places are 
available to all. 

Probably the best known camp ground in 
the Shenandoah forest is at Elizabeth Furn- 
ace, where twenty acres have been set aside 
for camping purposes. Elizabeth Furnace is 
in the lower end of Fort valley near Waterlick 
and can be reached by travelers over the 
Valley pike and a branch road in good con- 
dition from Front Royal. Waterlick camp is 
close to the Signal Knob, one of the observa- 
tion towers of the forest. This was a signal 
station during the civil war and there are 
still in evidence old earthen breastworks, used 
alternately by the armies of the North and 
South. The scenic opportunities from this 
camp have been \greatly enhanced by the 
trails built by Forest Service. 

In the vicinity of Newmarket there are 
two public camps. One known as the New- 
market Gap camp, is located on the top of 
Massanutton mountain,“ which has an eleva- 
tion of abont 2,000 feet. The North River 
Gap camp is near Harrisonburg, the road 
leading to it being passable at all seasons of 
the year. The camp ground, about an acre 
in area, is surrounded by steep mountain 
slopes. Nearby are wading pools for children 
and swimming holes for grown up. 

The Eliott Knob camp near Staunton is 
located on the highest Fae in the hee gf 7 
doah ‘national foregt. Blliott knob is 4,473 
feet above sea level and the camp is located 
about 200 yards below the summit. It is -

In addition, there are nearly 200 miles of 
well-graded trails suitable for hikers or 
horseback riders. The streams are well- 
stocked with fish, and under the forest service 
protection game is rapidly returning. Bear, 
turkeys, grouse, quail, rabbits and squirre) 
may be found in this forest. 

Forest service has provided rest camps at 
Tuckahoe, Augusta county, near Stuarts 
draft and at North creek, Middle creek and 
Walnut grove near Arcadia in Botetourt 
county. Near the peaks of Otter will be 
found the’ Big Spring camp. These camping 
grounds are equipped with chimneys, tables 
and benches and are ideal camping spots fer 
travelers, On the main highway from 
Lynchburg to White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., 
will be found Rocky Row run camp, where 
even better facilitites have been provided than 
at transient camps just mentioned.

The Cheat river and its tributaries which run 
through this forest provide good fishing, while 
the game includes bear,, deer, rabbits and 
squirrels, wild turkeys, grouse, pheasants and 
quail, Ags yet there are no regular camp 
sites at. which the usual conveniences are 
provided by forest service, but plans are 
under way for a number of these areas. 

Reforestation is one of the main objects-of 
the forestry department. In the Monongahela 
national forest at Gladwin, Pucker county, 
W. Va., the department maintains a forest 
nursery which has an annual output ‘of more 
than 150,000 3-year-old Norway spruce, na- 
tive red spruce and white pine. The nursery 
is being conducted so that on™ short notice 
the output can be increased to 1,000,000 
38-year-old trees annually for planting. ‘This 
number would be sufficient to reforest a 
thousand acres. Already more than 160,000 
Norway spruce have been replanted in this 
forest. 

Nothing has done more to get osouie out 
into the open and to have them see for them- 
selves the beauties of the national forests 
than good roads. Mountain trails built by 
forest service have done much to interest 
the public in forestry work, and +more and 
more each year the public is getting a better

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HOW WILSON WON FIRST ELECTION 
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(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1.) 


There was genuine apprehension on 
the part of the progressive Democrats 
at the methods that were being em- 
ployed to torce Wilson’s nomination. 
The foremost Democratic newspapers 
of the State were set against it. The 
Hudson Observer and the Paterson 
Press Guardian savagely fought the 
idea of imposing Wilson on the party at 
a time when the chance of winning ap- 
peared to be good. Much was made of 
the Harvey. association with the Morgan 
interests and of the fact. that Wilson’s 
previous public utterances had been 
largely opposed to the liberal thought 
sweeping the country, that Wilson had 
repeatedly failed to vote at important 
elections and that he had no identifica- 
tion with the government affairs of the 
State. 

His County Against Him. 

Princeton is located in Mercer county, 
of which Trenton is coynty seat, and 
the Trenton Evening Times sent return 
postal cards to 250 party leaders, re- 
questing them to express their respec- 
tive preferences for gubernatorial can- 
didates. The reply showed that 245 
favored the nomination of Frank S. 
Katzenbach (now a justice of the State 
supreme court) who, like Wilson, was a 
resident of the county. The other five 
favored Wilson. It hurt the Wilson 
pride that he could not muster a single 
delegate from Princeton or from else- 
where in his own county. 

The State convention that met Sep 
tember 5, 1910, and finally put Wilson 
in nomination was very much of a. 
roughtand-tumble one. Smith and Har- 
vey had arrived in Trenton the previous 
afternoon and from room 100 of the 
Trenton House, immemorial headquar- 
ters of the bosses of both parties, had 
been operating on the delegates. 

Wilson, with the Harvey assurance 
that there would be no question about 
his nomination, came down from Lyme 
and spent the night at Prospect, the uni- 
versity’s president’s home at Princeton. 
During the evening preceding the con- 
vention Harvey went by automobile to 
visit Wilson there, and when he re- 
turned to Trenton he found Smith al- 
most -a wreck in his effort to hold the 
votes in line. Altogether, it was a bad 
night for Smith and Harvey.

Wilson’s Personality Won. 


After the wrinkles had been ironed 
out and the nomination assured, Harvey 
telephoned to Wilson at Princeton and 
sent an automobile to bring him to ad- 
dress the convention. Wilson had spent 
the morning at golf, and when the Har- 
vey messenger arrived a quick change 
of attire was made. He appeared be- 
fore the convention wearing a dark 
gray felt hat of narrow brim with a 
knitted golf jacket under the coat.

When 
he arrived at the theater he was almost 
mobbed at the stage door. He was in 
fine spirits and thrilled the gathering

Tumulty’s First Appearance. 


Recognizing the need of local atmos- 
phere in the meetings, Nugent tele- 
phoned to Joseph P. Tumulty, of Jersey 
City, and invited him to accompany 
Wilson. Tumulty, who later gave ten 
years of devoted service to Wilson as 
his secretary, had been opposed to the 
Wilson nomination. But he had fallen 
into line. Nugent felt that with his three 
years’ experience in the legislature and 
his unusual gift of oratory Tumulty was 
just the man to use as runner-up for 
the candidate. 


Wilson’s Challenge to Debate. 


- As the campaign progressed Wilson, 
in an incautious moment, announced a 
willingness to meet any responsible Re- 
publican in debate. George L. Record, 
transplanted Maine schoolmaster and 
lawyer, had for a dozen years or more 


‘been fighting corporation control in the 


Republican party. The Republicans had 
nominated him for Congress, and im- 
mediately after the Wilson chaHenge 
was issued Record called for a date. 
When Record accepted there was con- 
sternation among the Democratic chief- 
tains, who realized that Record was 
easily the most dangerous man for any 
Democrat to meet on the platform. 
They urged Wilson to ignore him. The

The following Sunday 
evening, October 23, Col. David Flynn, 
bank president and ardent admirer of 
Wilson, telephoned from Princeton that 
Wilson would like to see me Monday 
morning. I went over to Princeton and 
spent upward of an hour discussing the 
situation with the candidate and Flynn. 
There was considerable frank talk.about 
the speeches as having been too general, 
and Wilson candidly asked what would 
be the effect of a direct attack by him 
on the whole boss system, more parti- 
cularly the Democratic overlords. 

That, I assured him, was just what 
was needed. We went over the situation 
in detail, and he said he would send a 
reply to Record that would clean up all 
uncertainty and that he would outline 
his attack in a speech he was to make 
that evening in Camden. 

“Tf you follow that course you should 
have no further anxiety about what 
your neighbors in Mercer county will 
do, nor what will happen in the State,” 
I told Wilson, adding: “You will win 
hands down, and you won’t need to feel 
under obligations to any of the inde- 
pendent newspapers for supporting you, 
either.” 

Next day he dispatched a smashing 
document to Record. That ended the 
campaign and branded Wilson as a gen- 
uinely upstanding radical. He won the 
election by 49,000 majority. 

It was the biggest vote he ever re- 
ceived in New Jersey. The heavy com- 
muter vote, mostly Republican, never 
supported him in subsequent elections, 
and he never again got a majority of 
the votes of the State.

Washington, the Capital of the United 
States, is located in the District of Columbid, 
which is the home of the national govern- 
ment. George Washington selected the site 
of the Federal district and helped plan the 
city. .The first government of the city of 
Washington consisted of a mayor appointed 
by the President of the United States and.a 
city council elected by the people of the city. 
This was the year 1802. 

The government of the District during the 
last 126 years has had different governments, 
such as mayor, city council, governor and 
commissioners. We now have three commis- 
sioners appointed by the President and con- 
firmed by the Senate, which recommends ap- 
propriations. Washington is neither a State 
nor a Territory, and the national government 
owns nearly half the property. 

The Constitution of the United States pro- 
vides that Congress shall exercise exclusive 
legislation over the District.. Congress has 
charge of the water supply system, including 
the bringing of the water from Great Falls 
to the filtration plants here, although all 
water mains are constructed by order of the 
commissioners. The United States has juris- 
diction over all public:parks. The commis- 
sioners have power to make regulations re- 
garding police, buildings, health and other 
municipal affairs. 3 

The people of Washington do not have a 
vote in the affairs of the Disttict of Columbia. 
The Federal government bears part~ of the 
expenses of the District, and the residents are 
taxed for the balance. Washington if noted 
for its beautiful buildings and parks.
